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Couching from the Fourdrinier Wire.

WESTVILLE, Conn., June 12, 1878, 

When an inventor starts out to make a ma- 
chine to accomplish that which is done by hand, 
to make as nearly as is possible by machinery 
as is made by hand, he ought always to keep in 
view the principle by which it is accomplished, 
if that principle is correct. I think all paper- 
makers will agree with me that the formation 
and couching of paper by hand has never yet 
been excelled in principle by any paper ma- 
chine. The Fourdrinier machine, in felting the 
fibres and forming the paper leaves nothing to 
be desired, but when the inventor got to the 
couching he lost sight of the principle by which 
the paper was couched by hand. The couching 
on the Fourdrinier machine has always been a 
great source of trouble. First—The top couch 
having to lie back in the wire several inches 
from perpendicular with the bottom couch roll, 
the wire is subjected to a great many trials. It 
has to give or yield to any unevenness of the pa- 
per, lump or string, anda great strain is brought 
to bear, making indentations in the wire any- 
where and everywhere as the stuff happens to 
be. Second—The extreme pressure brought to 
bear on the paper to couch it dry enough to be 
submitted to the first press pressure, the tendency 
of the paper being to stick to the top couch 
roll if itis thin or if the felt is foul, and if 
it does stick to the top couch roll it damages 
the wire badly. Last, but not least, is the 


great waste of stuff that is continually going | 


on, whether the paper breaks at the wire or not, 
caused by the paper sticking so tenaciously to 
the wire, and having to be dragged from it 
there is no chance for air to get under it to assist. 
Why Fourdrinier should have adopted this plan 
of couching I could never see.

this trouble would cease.” Yes,” he said, “it 
would, but there is a big ‘if’ to that.” 

I came to this country and saw for the first 
time the cylinder machine, and I saw at once 


that its inventor had adopted the principle of hand | 


couching in every particular. Those who have 
seen paper made by hand have noticed how the 
man that couches submits one edge of the mold 
with the paper upon it to the felt, rolling in such 
a manner as to describe a segment of a circle, 
the air passing through the mold assisting in the 
most natural manner the placing of the paper 
upon the felt successively. Exactly in this way 
the cylinder machine couches. In 1861 I fitted 
up a machine, and have run it ever since, which 
was patented March 11, 1862, combining the 
Fourdrinier wire and cylinder couching, which 
results in the exact modus operandi of hand- 
made paper. 

There have been several other attempts to do 
the same thing. The first I read about was an 
English patent granted to Leger Didot, May 22, 
1817. He couched the paper from the Fourdrin- 
ier wire by bringing the felt in direct contact 
with the paper at a point in the wire where the 
wire had no support. That subjected the wire 
to damage in consequence of unevenness, lumps, 
and strings, &c., which pass on the wire. He 
used two felts passing through the first press 
rolls. That was abandoned on account of not 
being practical. The next I read about after 
my own was an American patent granted to 
Jas. Butler, Philadelphia, Pa., dated January 5, 
1875. There is a chance for success in that de- 
vice. If he had used the same kind of bottom 
couch roll that I use, viz., perforated or corru- 
gated, which would have insured the suction to 
the rubber belt or apron, he would have done 
better. I think the idea of pressing the paper be- 
tween a rubber apron and a cloth apron is a good 
one. The rubber would give the same surface as 
is given by the metal roll, and I think would 
press drier with a great deal less weight than is 
done now with the upper roll bare, and would be 
& great saving of felts and prevent crushing or 
marking, also assisting a great deal in fast run- 
ning, but instead of couching with rubber I 
would couch with felt and pass the rubber apron 
between the first press rolls and up over another 
roll to support and to tighten when desirable. I 
think this plan would be more practical. 

The next patent was granted to P. W. Hud- 
son, North Manchester, Conn., dated Oct. 2, 
1877, for combining three or more sheets to- 
gether, He uses my plan of couching in toto. 

The next we have John W. Dixon, West 
Manayunk, Pa., patent granted March 26, 1878, 
which is exactly the same as Leger Didot’s, 
with the exception of the beater or other device 








for cleaning the felt, which is the combination 
by which I secured letters patent. I applied for 
a patent and my application was rejected, and 
was referred to Didot’s patent. I went to the 
Astor Library, New York, and found Didot’s 
drawings and specifications. I then added to my 
specifications this: ‘‘I am aware that in the Eng- 
lish patent of Leger Didot, May 22, 1817, an 
effort has been made to combine the couching 
felt and the Fourdrinier apron in such a manner as 
to couch by direct contact of the two, but in 
which the essential improvements claimed by 
me were not introduced or embodied. It will 
be obvious to paper-makers that the cleaning of 


the couching felt is an important consideration, | 


and unless it can be so arranged and combined 
with the beater as to prevent its becoming 
foul, the machine must soon be stopped to clean 
it. I have so constructed and arranged my 
machine that while I combine the couching felt 
with the wire cloth in such a manner as to couch 
by direct contact, I also combine with the felt a 
beater for cleaning it, or in other words I com- 
bine the Fourdrinier apron, the endless felt 
couching from it by direct contact, and the 
beater for cleaning the said felt in one and the 
same machine and combination.”

If he brings the couch roll 
and the roll that carries the wire together, aud 
this roll having a smooth periphery the paper 
will be just as apt to adhere to the wire as to the 
felt, the air not having a chance to assist it. He 
says the paper adheres to the upper felt by pref- 
erence. It would if the air could pass through 
the meshes of the wire, which is impossible if the 
wire, is tight on the smooth periphery at a point 
where the paper is supposed to leave it. The 


second trouble would be the starting up and | 


shutting down. The stuff would stick to the 
felt when it was not thick enough to have 
any gravity, and would be wasted and foul the 
felt. He says, ‘‘A relier or round bar may be 
passed across and upon the upper felt at a point 
directly after it leaves the wire cloth, as now 
shown in the drawing, at a lower level than the 
felt is there shown to pass, to compel it to ac- 
company the wire cloth a short distance down 
the face of the lower couch roll to take the web 
of paper from the wire cloth further down.” 
I think the want of air from the under side of 
the paper and the law of gravity, assisted by 
the air passing through the felt, will compel it 
to go still further and deliver it in the box un- 
derneath the wire. 

Again he says: ‘“‘ The carrying of the web by 
the upper felt removes the necessity of couching 
it so dry as to enable it to be carried forward by 
hand as heretofore mentioned, so that its ten- 
dency to stick to the meshes of the wire cloth is 
done away with.” Now every machine-tender 


knows that the drier he can couch the paper the | 


easier it.leaves the wire. The great necessity 
for couching dry on the straight Fourdrinier is 
to prevent the first press felt from fouling. Mr. 
Dixon will find that he will have to apply a 
beater or some other device to keep his lower 
felt clean, as it will foul badly, even if his 
mode of couching was practical. 

I see in THe JouRNAL that mention is made of 
O. Woodworth, of New London, couching from 
the Fourdrinier wire by direct contact. That 


was suggested to him by an English firm which |

F. Thompson, my brother-in-law, who was with 
me when I fitted up my own, to evade my 
patent; but it will be readily seen by what I

The patent of David Scrymgeour, Boston, 
October 30, 1877, was criticised in THE JOURNAL. 
I think that Chas. L. Crum’s (Winchester, Va.) 
| patent dated June 22, 1875, isa much better de- 
vice, and antedates it a little more than twenty- 
eight months, so that if it has merit, the last- 
named party has the priority. 

In this article I have confined myself to the 
Fourdrinier wire couching and its assistants, the 
dandy roll and the vacuum box, neither of 
which can be applied to hand-made paper or 
cylinder machines. If we were deprived of these 
two important adjuncts, we would have to run 
our machines much slower than we now do. As 
I said in the beginning, the forming and couch- 
ing by hand have never been excelled in prin- 
ciple, and I claim that if these two operations 
are accomplished on correct principles the bal- 
ance of paper-making is an easy task in this age 
of mechanical correctness, If what I 
written should set some of my fellow laborers 
| to thinking and devising some plan by which to 
excel in these particulars, I shall not have writ- 
ten in vain.

Below this are the 
drainers and the water wheels, of nearly 500 
horse power. In the main wing are still more 
drying lofts, and the finishing room with its 
thirteen 5-roll sheet calenders, three trimming 
presses, two splendid plating machines by the 
Holyoke Machine Company, and three hydraulic 
presses. On the ground floor of this wing is the 
spacious office of the company, and the repair 
shop. In the second wing, which is four stories, 
is still another rag room, which occupies the 
upper floor. Below this is a large room contain- 
ing the dusters, of which there are four; two 
Holyoke dusters and two new style pin dusters. 
On the next story are the three great rotary 
of something like three tons 
capacity each. Still another wing is devoted to 
the Fourdrinier machines. Of these there are 
three, the largest being 72 inches wide and the 
other two 62 inches. Besides all these there is 
a substantial two-story building in which the 
stock is received and stored, This mill has a 
special railway track which comes to its very 
doors, its machinery is of the latest pattern, and 
altogether it is one of the completest mills in 
New England, and for that matter in the world. 

A still further idea of the importance of this 
manufactory will be given in the information 
that when on full time nearly 300 hands are em- 
ployed and that the pay roll is some $12,000 per 
month, Like most of the Holyoke mills this con- 
cern makes a speciality of fine writings and 
linen papers, the production of which amounts 
to six tons in the twenty-four hours.

I regret to say that last Saturday, the day of 
my return from Paris, I felt most decidedly too 
sea-dy to attempt letter writing. Parisis a very 
beautiful place, and all that, but going there and 
coming home across our Channel on a rough 
night, are two essentially disturbing features— 
disturbing in many senses. I am quite certain 
that no one of your readers could possibly have 
imagined fhe prostrate and wretched form on 
deck at 3 a. M., and the London special of Tas 
JOURNAL, to be one and the same individual. A 
greater portion of this week I have been com 
pelled to spend at the Old Bailey, so that I have 
been of late the hero of many misfortunes. 
During the past fortnight, however, nothing 
very unusual has happened. Business is as quiet 
asever. Affairs, however, are really changing 
at last, and there is now every prospect of the 
Congress meeting. These pacific rumors will 
assuredly mend matters. I think there is ample 
room for a great deal of enterprise if there were 
a little more security felt. The great drawback 
to our trade, and one which will be severely felt 
for some time to come, is the heavy accumula- 
tion of stock which the bad times have caused. 
Nearly all our large houses have immense stocks, 
which will probably have to be cleared out ata 
sacrifice before prices can get up. The more 
pacific the situation of foreign affairs becomes the 
less excitement, and consequent less demand for 
newspapers. This will affect some of our big 
Lancashire mills. The news trade just now is 
the biggest thing we have in the paper way, and 
if there is any serious falling off in the demand 
a number of machines will be idle or available 
for other papers. The fine writings may be said 
to be unchangeable in price. They are a 
specialty, and therefore they keep their position. 
The commoner kinds of paper, however, are no 
better. Prices go from 334d. to 44¢d. per 
pound. 

The fibre market has been a little brisker lately 
since the Lancashire strike, which, of course, 
closed several mills. A few mills were likewise 
closed by fire, for the purpose of bettering the 
position of the operatives—the poor oppressed 
operatives! Poor things! Cotton waste, a sub- 
stance to which I have referred before, has 
necessarily ceased to exist, pro tem., and paper 
makers have had to buy something else; but 
cotton waste is very valuable asa fibre in these 
times of scarce material, and it gives the paper 
a good tough handle that is beyond the gift of 
esparto or straw. This strike, therefore, which 
on first thoughts is far removed from our trade, 
will prove very annoying to our northern 
paper-makers. As I have frequently mentioned 
to you, our trades are so closely interwoven, and 
are so mutually dependent on each other that a 
strike of any maguitude in any one trade will 
have its effect throughout all our industries. 
Our other markets are still very depressed, and 
I don’t see any prospect of a change yet. 
Chemicals are very low. Caustic at £9 5s. at 
Liverpool, is about, I suppose £10 per ton in 
New York. Ought to be a good thing for you. 
Freights to New York are tolerably cheap now. 
I hear of 8s. 6d. per 40 cubic feet, or one ton, as 
being possible. But with other items, insurance, 
dues, &c., 15s. will amply cover all. 

Paris is very full now of both Americans and 
English. Indeed we English speakers seem to 
monopolize the attention of the Parisians. There 
isan opinion in Paris evidently that as soon as 
any word inthe English language is spoken the 
time is come for a gigantic swindle. We are 
supposed to be made of money. It may be nice 
to be thought rich, but it is an expensive luxury. 
Your correspondent, to throw the mounseers off 
the scent, put on no sumptuous apparel or fine 
linen, but merely adopted the ordinary cos- 
tume of a hard-up special. However, I had to 
pay for some things as if I had been a real 
prince. On the whole, the Exhibition is a grand 
mistake. The fact is everything in our day is 
overdone. Exhibitions now are mere advertise- 
ments. I saw very little, or perhaps nothing, 
new there at all. The paper trade is there, but 
incased in glass, and connoisseurs don’t want 
merely to look at paper. It is necessary to 
handle it before saying much about it. Your 
goods were being unpacked, so that I have not 
yet seen them. The only paper I saw there was 
some blotting. Samples were courteously of- 
fered, and excellent paper it is. The 
Whiting Company’s case was empty, owing to

Our Paris Letter.

Paris, June 3, 1878. | 
The Exposition, it is hardly necessary for me 


to say, continues to be the all-absorbing topic. 
The paid entries have reached over one hundred 
thousand daily, and the average for the month 
of May is nearly fifty thousand per diem. This 
is regarded by the French Press as very favora- 
ble, and I am not disposed to dispute with them | 
in regard to the matter; there comes up to the 
mind, however, some hard facts | 
which dispel the glowing illusions a little. We | 
have an Exposition here which no one knows | 
the cost of; it is evident that the formidable total | 
will not be known, even to the chief manager, 
until months after the termination of the Exhi- 
The admitted outlay is now some fifty 
millions of francs, but this is beyond doubt a 
very minimum figure. The State will have to 
disburse in all probability one-half more than 
that sum before all the accounts are settled. 
Now for Fifty thousand paid 
entries per diem during the six months which 
the Exposition will remain open will produce 
of some nine millions of francs, |

PHILADELPHIA, June 13, 1878. 

Business remains very much the same as last 
week, and while trade is quiet prices are well 
maintained; in fact, prices have been shaded to 
a point that the profit is so small very little in- 
ducement is offered to either make up or sell 
stock, and as to making it lower than present 
rates, it can only be effected by deteriorating the 
stock. With the Tariff Bill settled, the contrac- 
tion of the currency ended, and legislative inter- 
ference so nearly closed by the approach of the 
adjournment of Congress, the outlook for the 
future is more promising, and should nothing 
occur to disturb the existing relations of supply 
and demand, or retard the growing confidence 
that seems to be spreading through all depart- 
ments of trade, we will have a favorable change 
in the near future. The inclination of merchants 
to keep within safe bounds in all their transac- 
tions, buying and selling for cash or short credit, 
while limiting the volume of business is produc- 
ing a healthy condition of trade. 

There is but little change in quotations of | 
paper stock and chemicals, although the market | 
is somewhat depressed, owing to the limited de- | 
mand. This will doubtless prevail until after 
the Ist of July. In the meantime manufactur- 
ers will continue to purchase from time to time | 
as their requirements demand. 

The Ashland Mills started up last week under 
the superintendency of John W. Dixon, and are 
running full time, making on an average six 
tons news daily.

Utilization of Waste Substances in Eng- 
land.

Under the above heading, a Lancashire corre- 
spondent of Chambers’ Journal offers sugges- 
tions for the using up of waste substances pro- 
luced in the textile and allied industries. He 
suggests that the residue called ‘‘willowings,” 
which falls during the preparatory process of 
beating and disentangling raw cotton, and 
which is largely used by farmers to absorb the 
liquid manure of cow-sheds and dung-heaps, 
migkt be found useful in the manufacture of mill- 
board. Some of the cotton fibre may be separated 
through a sieve, but so much adheres to the 
seed-husk as to render it unsuitable for paper 
making, for which it has often been tried. As 
color is no object in regard to millboard, the 
idea is that the mingled residue of cottony fibre 
and seed-husk might be utilized for that purpose. 
Large quantities of this tough and durable 
product are employed in bookbinding and other 
trades. Millboard made from wood-pulp is ex- 
tensively imported from abroad, and a large 
portion of the private income of Prince Bis- 
marck is derived from the manufacture of wood 
millboard on his Varzin estate. Many hundred 
tons of willowings could be obtained in Lan- 
cashire at a very cheap rate—say two shillings 
per cwt. 

Another suggestion refers to the utilization of 
refuse from the manufacture of prussiate of 
potash, a most valuable product in the hands of 
the manufacturing chemist. The prussiate is 
obtained in a large ratio from woolen rags after 
the separation of all the pieces which can be 
worked up into shoddy for cheap cloth. The re- 
fuse is calcined in cast-iron retorts, lixiviated 
with water, and drained off for subsequent treat- 
ment, leaving behind it a thick black sediment 
of impure animal charcoal. This residue, it is 
said, might be used in the manufacture of black- 
ing. It might also be found advantageous and 
economical as an ingredient in printers’ ink. 
A third suggestion relates to the preparation of 
animal size for the carpet manufacture, and 
that of many kinds of woolen and worsted 
goods. The size is made from the clippings and 
scrapings of skins and hides, from rejected 
scraps of parchment and vellum, and from the 
wornout buffalo-skin pickers and skips largely 
used in textile manufactures ; also from the 
pith of cattle-horns, which contain much valu- 
able gelatine. It is proposed to utilize the refuse 
left after making the size, of which one large 
carpet manufactory in Yorkshire rejects, as 
utterly useless, a ton or more every week. The 
horn-pith contains phosphate of lime, and is on 
that account recommended to the notice of the 
manufacturers of chemical manures on a large 


scale.

It is reported that a meeting of wood pulp 
manufacturers is to be held in this city on 
Wednesday next. 


Twenty-four paper manufacturers represent 
the French trade at the Paris Exposition.

A meeting of the Flour Sack Association was 
held at Cleveland, O., on Wednesday of last 
week, It was agreed to make an average reduc 
tion of about $2 per thousand in the price of bags. 


The Springfield Republican says that James 
P. Harron, of Washington, D. C., is stopping at 
Holyoke, Mass., for the purpose of experiment- 
ing in the manufacture of paper from a peculiar 
Florida plant which is similar to the palm leaf 
of the East. He has a patent on the process, 


and is reducing some twenty-five tons of the leaf 
to pulp in the Connecticut River mill, having 
previously experimented with it in Pennsylvania.

It is found to produce good pulp, quite to the | 
surprise of the local paper-makers, and promises 
to work up into a paper that has a peculiarly 
silken finish. Mr. Harron is connected with a 
bank-note company in Washington, who are ne- 
gotiating with the Canadian Government for a 
contract to furnish paper for its bank bills, and 
if the business works well at both ends he will 
continue to make paper in the Holyoke mills. 
Several of the Southern grasses have been pre- 
viously run through pulp mills, but without any 
success,

THE PAPER TRADE.—The market for the

vious, presents generally a slightly more en- 
couraging aspect. It is true that the volume of 
business doing is light, yet it is something larger 
than a fortnight ago, and comes nearer than for 
some weeks previously to the requirements of 
fair trade.
